The new bill also would provide 
presumably for needed federal 
guarantees of local housing au- 
thority capital obligations and fed- 
eral operating subsidies for hous- 
ing projects. 

Mayor to Call Leaders. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann has 
announced that he would call civic 
groups and individual leaders to 
a conference on advisability of re- 
submitting to the voters the origi- 
nal slum clearance bond plan or 
some adaptation of it. 

One of those who commented on 
the situation was Richmond C. 
Coburn, chairman of the Citizens’ 
Committee for Slum Clearance and 
Housing, which conducted the bond 
issue campaign. 

“I have read with interest,” said 
Coburn, “the mayor’s statement 
that efforts to initiate slum clear- 
ance and the construction of hous- 
ing projects may be renewed as 
soon as possible. As I said many 
times during the campaign for 
adoption of the bond issue, a re- 
duction of our slums and construc- 
tion of such housing projects is 
certain to occur in St. Louis soon- 
er or later. 

“The likelihood. that the next 
session of Congress will appro- 
priate. federal money for these 
purposes is strong. I hope that 
St. Louis will find itself in a po- 
sition to match such federal 
funds, as other cities will be do- 
ing.”

His fighting spirit was kindled 
by those who tried to sidetrack 
him before the last Democratic 
convention.

Why All the Pollsters Were Wrong: 
Asked Wrong Questions, Says One

NEW YORK, Nov. 5 (UP)—Do 
you know why the political poll 
takers were wrong? 

Because they asked the people 
what they thought instead of what 
they felt, says Dr, Ernest Dichter. 

Dr. Dichter, a psychological mar- 
ket and communications  re- 
searcher, has been finding out why 
people buy certain kinds of soap, 
food, books, magazines and favor 
certain airlines. 

If a poll taker wants to know 
how you will vote he should do 
everything but ask you, Dichter 
says. 

He might show you pictures of 
the candidates and ask how you 
like them. He might have you 
listen to a recording of their 
voices and ask which you prefer. 

He might ask which one you'd 
rather share your sleeping quar- 
ters with, trust as a business part- 
ner or try to borrow money from. 

“To find how a person really 
feels takes about an hour,” Dich- 
ter says. / 

“The mistake this time was that 


poll takers took at face value 
what the,average person said.” 

The average person said he was 
going to vote for Dewey because: 

1, Everyone else said he was 
going to vote for Dewey. 

2. The average person doesn’t 
want to leave himself open for 
criticism or lose face by saying 
he’s going to be different.

MUNICH, Germany, Nov. 5 (AP) 
—Fourteen German war criMinals 
were hanged at Landsberg prison 
téday in a speed-up of executions. 
One man won a last-minute re- 
prieve., 

The men were convicted of kill- 
ing unarmed American flyers or 
committing atrocities in concentra- 
tion camps. 

Today’s executions brought to 
43 the number of Men hanged 
since the war crimes executions 
were resumed at Landsberg Oct. 
15. The sending of 14 to the gal- 
lows in one day reflected the in- 
creased tempo. Previous execu- 
tions, all on consecutive Fridays, 
had been in groups of nine or 10. 

German church leaders have 
protested against the hangings, 
but the United States Military 
Government has refused to take 
action except in cases where the 
judge advocate general has certi- 
fied that new evidence warranted 
a reprieve. 

The last-minute stay of execu- 
tion went to George Schallermair, 
53, a S.S. (Storm Troop) master 
sergeant charged with atrocities 
at a Dachau subcamp.

vantage of the act. This thought 
makes them the more receptive to 
amendments to the Wagner Act. 

The two great federations of 
unions are not wholly in accord on 
what Wagner Act amendments 
they would find acceptable. For in- 
stance, jurisdictional strikes are, 
by the nature of the organizations, 
less of a problem in the CIO than 
in the AFL. The CIO would not bé 
likely to oppose strongly the out- 
lawing of jurisdictional. strikes; 
the AFL would certainly oppose 
such an amendment. 

If some: formula could be de- 
veloped for distinguishing between 
secondary boycotts in which man- 
agement, dealing in good faith 
with one union, finds itself the vic- 
tim of a boycot imposed ty an- 
other, the CIO, at least, would 
“not be disturbed” about such an 
amendment.

The pendulum has swung the 
full arc and now is returning in 
the direction of its starting point.

One was “Our New National La- 
bor Policy,” by Representative 
Hartley of New Jersey, co-author 
of the Taft-Hartley Act. which 
he described in the book as only 
a first step toward curbing the 
powers of union leaders. Hartley 
was not a candidate for re-elec- 
tion. His seat was filled by a 


Democrat. 
The other is the forthcoming 
report of the joint-labor manage- 


ment relations committee of the 
Senate and House, the chairman 
of which is Senator Ball of Min- 
nesota. The committee devoted 
weeks of hearings earlier this year 
in preparation for a report which 
had been expected to recommend 
several strengthening changes in 
the Taft-Hartley law. Ball lost his 
Senate seat to Mayor Hubert 
Humphrey of Minneapolis, a vol- 


uble and aggressive liberal who 


attention to housing legislation 
was made by Senator Ellender

Ellender, re-elected Tuesday, is 
one of the authors of the Taft- 
Ellender-Wagner long-range hous- 
ing bill which failed to win ap- 
proval of the Hightieth Congress. 

Even before Democratic leaders 
had a chance to appraise fully the 
potentialities of their new majori- 
ties in the Senate and House, El- 
lender cut loose with criticism of. 
the Republicans for their stand. 
on the housing bill. He issued a 
statement through his office. 

He said that the “Repubican 
high command” and G,.O.P. House 
leaders had “flatly refused” to al- 
low Congress even to vote on an 
adequate housing program “to rid 
this nation of its slums and to 
bring decent homes within the 
reach of all American families.” 

Ellender said things will be dif- 
ferent with the Democrats in 
charge: The measure will be rein- 
troduced, considered promptly and 
passed. 

He attributed the Republican 
setback, in part, to failure of the 
Republican Congress to pass what 
he termed an adequate housing 
program. 

For several years Ellender has 
teamed with Senators Taft (Rep:), 
Ohio, and Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, in pushing ‘the long-range 
housing bill. Twice this measure 
has been approved by the Senate, 
but House leaders have balked or 
delayed action. The bill was the 
cause of a wide rift - between 
G.O.P. House and Senate leaders. 
As a result, Ellender gaid the 
only housing measure passed by 
the last Congress was a “teeny, 
weeny Republican housing bil!.” 

Terming this a “half measure,” 
Ellender said it “refuses any as- 
sistance. to those very groups 
within our population which are 
most urgently in need of help in 
order to secure a decent living en- 
vironment.” 

Ellender’s new housing bill, will 
include low-rent public housing 
for low income families, slum 
clearance and farm. housing. 

Ellender noted that both Presi- 
dent Truman and the 1948 Demo- 
cratic platform had pledged a 
“comprehensive housing program” 
if victorious. 

Ellender invited all Senators, 
regardless of party affiliation, to 
join in sponsoring the bill. 

In the past the legislation has 
included a 10-year program for. 
building 15,000,000 homes at a rate 
of 1,500,000 each year. Federal 
grants would aid states, cities 
and local housing authorities on 
slum Clearance and low rent and 
rural housing. These grants 
would begin at $60,000,000 a year 
and expand to $150,000,000 from

Complaints of Opposition. 

Opposition to the $16,000,000 bond 
issue was led by a Negro Ciitzens'’

opposition were that there was no 
provision yet for adequate new 
housing at low rents for present 
slum dwellers and that there was 
no specific bar on racial discrimi- 
nation in allotting new dwellings.

Bartholomew’s Views. 

Harland Bartholomew, engineer | 
of the City Plan Commission, said: |

program will include aid to cities 
in the reconstruction of obsolete 
areas for families of moderate in- 
come as well as those of low in-.| 
come, because the whole central | 
areas of our cities should not go | 
exclusively to families of low in- | 
come.

Arthur A. Blumeyer, chairman 
of the St. Louis Housing Author- 
ity, said, in discussing the situa- 
tion here:

With this preface, it is interest- 
ing to speculate on the re-election 
of President Truman in the face 
of the universal belief that he was 
a beaten man before the balloting 
atarted. An explanation is at least 


strongly suggested by the vote for: 


the four presidential candidates, 
plus the votes for candidates for 
Congress. The people of the 
United States are. considerably 
farther to the left. than had been 
supposed. The facts to support 
this conclusion can be sum- 
marized easily. 

First, anyone who paid much 
attention to what Truman said 
must have been astonished to ob- 
serve that his campaign speeches 
were consistently more aggressive 
and more radical than any Frank- 
lin Delano Roosevelt ever uttered. 
At his hottest and angriest, Roose- 
velt never laid into big business 
as Truman did. Nor did -Roose- 
velt ever promise specific re- 
forms, well beyond any Currently 
popular with other politicians, as 
T.urnen did. 

Aided by Record of Congress. 

Second, the record of the Eight- 
icth \Congress was beyond doubt 
T-uman’s greatest strength. In the 
farm states, he could and did point 
to such phenomena as the Repub- 
lican Senators and Representa- 
tives undercutting the Rural Elec- 
trification Administration at the 
behest of the power lobby. In the 
great urban areas, he could and 
did point to the Taft-Hartley Act. 
His huge audiences did not seem 
to listen carefully at the time. 
But these points of ‘Truman’s 
meant porkchops to the farmers 
and workers; the farmers and 
workers evidently went home and 
thought about it and decided that 
a vote for Truman would be the 
best safeguard of their interests. 

Third, the Republican conserva- 
tism of the great midwestern 
farming area, which has been an 
accepted fact in all recent Amer- 
ican political calculation, is a fact 
no longer. Truman nad to carry 

several states in this area to coun- 
ter-balance his loss of New York 
and the Dixiecrat territory. He 
carried them handily, No one can 
any longer talk with pompous cer- 
tainty about “isolationist, stand- 
pat Iowa.” The voters in these 
states were not going to the polls 
in the mood of the shériff-chasing,

Neanderthal Revercomb of West 
Virginia—ran badly behind Gov. 
Dewey. In these states, Dewey un- 
doubtedly was preferred, as being 
relatively modern-minded. On the 
other hand, Dewey trailed the 
more progressive Cooper of Ken- 
tucky, who unfortunately was 
beaten, by a small margin, and 
Saltonstall of Massachusetts, who 
won,. All these returns, together 
with the ridiculously small vote 
for the pathetic Henry A. Wallace, 
make a perfectly clear picture of 
the voters’ political viewpoint. 

Only one or two of the Republi- 
can isolationist - reactionaries 
sensed the voters’ viewpoint before 
the balloting. One such was the 
great tax-cutter, Harold Knutson 
of Minnesota, who listened to the 
wind in the grass roots of his sup- 
posedly | 
Republican district, and loudly 
announced his last-minute conver- 
sion to the Marshall plan a few 
days before Nov. 2. Those who 
could not grasp what the voters 
wanted before’ Nov. “2, however, 
must at least be able to do so now: 
The brand of domestic policy ped- 
dled by the National Association 
of Manufacturers, and the brand 
of foreign policy offered by Col. 
Robert R. McCormick, publisher 
of the Chicago Tribune, may now 
be officially considered to have 
about as much political appeal as 
red-hot vegetarianism. 

Dewey’s Position. 

This is the answer, of course, to 
those blind’ extremists in the Re- 
publican party who are now mut- 
tering that the whole business was 
the fault of Thomas E. Dewey and 
his “high level” campaign. Gov. 
Dewey could only have come to 
hard grips with President Truman 
by talking like Senators Brooks, 
Revercomb and Co. In that case, 
the figures say that he would have 
been far worse beaten than he 
was. Dewey took the best line he 
could have taken, to escape the 
onus of the Eightieth Congress 
record. The Eightieth Congress 
record, which was Truman’s cen- 
tral campaign issue, was a handi- 
cap Dewey could not overcome. 
As to what will now ensue, these 
reporters, feeling somewhat re- 
plete after one heavy meal of 
crow, are not prepared to make 
forecasts. President Truman re- 
turns to the White House, owing 
no individual anything except 
grudges. He owes much to the 
American people collectively. But 
the labor leaders did not want 


get rid of him, the Democratic 
contributors almost unanimously 
dried up on him, and the press 
patronize2 and discounted him. 
Even within his own Administra- 
tion, there are those whose sup- 
port he must regard as having 
been strikingly lukewarm. The 
question is whether he will now 
proceed to pay off the unfaithful, 
or will concentrate on the vast 


responsibility he has courageously 
won again. |

The 
best self-analysis on this score was 
made by James Reston of the New 
York Times, who wrote in the let- 
ter column of his newspaper: 
_ “Before we in the newspaper 
business spend all our time and 
energy analyzing Gov. Dewey’s 
failure in the election, maybe we 
ought to try to analyze our own 
failure. For that failure is almost 
as spectacular as the President’s 
victory, and the quicker we admit 
it the better off we'll be... . 

“In a way our failure was not 
unlike Mr. Dewey’s: We overesti- 
mated the tangibles and underes- 
timated the intangibles; we relied 
too much on techniques of report- 
ing which are no longer foolproof; 
just as he was too isolated with 
other politicians, so we were too 
isolated with other reporters; and 
we too, were far too impressed by 
the tidy statistics of the polls. . . 

“The great intangible of this 
election was the political influence 
of the Roosevelt era on the think- 
ing of the nation. It was less dra- 
matic than the antics of Messrs. 
Wallace and Thurmond, but in the 
long run it was more important 
and we didn’t give enough weight 
to it. Consequently we were wrong, 
not only on the election, but what’s 
worse, on the whole political di- 
rection of our times.” 

McGrath Overly Cautious. 

It is, of course, a tempting hind- 
sight impulse to pounce on all the 
political prognosticators who were

Farmers in the 
Anchorage area, who have . built 
up chicken and turkey flocks after 
much effort, are killing their birds 
because they cannot afford to fly 
in feed by air. 

The emergency in Alaska is the 
most critical result to date of the 
shipping strike. In fact, maritimé 
unions with headquarters in Seat- 
tle have offered to load cargo for 
Alaska if the North Pacific ship- 
ping companies will agree to ac- 
cept any settlement which is 
reached at a later date. Despite 
the shortage in Alaskan cities of 
fresh food and fuel oil, it is doubt- 
ful whether the West Coast Em-

sons in President Truman’s own 
Democratic administration 
thought he would win, and this 
private pessimism on thé part of 
most Vemocratic insiders helped 
throw the newsmen far off the 
trail. | 

Even those who thought’ the 
President had a good chance to 
whip Dewey underestimated the 
tidal forces of the victory. . For 
example Senator J.. Howard Mc- 
Grath of Connecticut, who as 
chairman of the party’s. national 
committee publicly predicted Tru- 
man would win, privately told 
news men he had tallied only 254 
electoral votes as certain for the 
President, and that “one more big 
state” was necessary to put him 
over. In:the House races McGrath, 
in his..most, optimistic private 
guesses, gave the Democrats a gai 
of only 24 seats. 

Leaders of organized labor, too, 
miscued on the scope of-the: Tru- 
man triumph. While working in- 
dustriously to get out the’ vote 
for the Democrats, few labor chief- 
tains foresaw the upset: “I was 
just as stunned as anyone else,” 
one CIO chieftain told the Post- 
Dispatch. 

To make a detailed analysis 
this year of election results as 
compared to predictions would 
seem largely meaningless. All the 
nationwide polls, by Dr. George 
Gallup, by Archibald M. Crossley, 
by Elmo Roper and by many in- 
dividual néwspapers, were wrong 
on the national results. The polls 
and predictions varied only in the 
degree of inaccuracy, and there 
wasn’t much variation even there. 

How ‘Experts’ Miscued. 

For example, 50 Washington 
political writers, called “experts” 
in this field, were polled by News- 
week magazine shortly before the 
election, and not a single one 
picked Truman as the winner. The 
average of the forecasts gave 
Dewey 376 electoral votes, Truman 
116, and Gov. J. Strom Thurmond 
of the Dixiecrats 39. They also 
predicted, as averaged, that the 
Republicans would retain narrow

great. military leader. 

Army Badly Beaten. 

He was so badly beaten at Mish- 
mar Haemek by Brig. Epstein 
with no more than two Haganah 
battalions that his army has neve= 
since been more than a gang of 
guerrilla raiders. Two days later 
the Mufti went to Amman and vir 
tually made submission to Abdul- 
lah. His prestige never has recov- 
ered from that blow any more 
than Fawzi’s army recovered from 
its defeat at Mishmar Haemek.

A New Slum Bond Plan? 
was a setback which can be turned to advantage 
by those who really want a more livable, a more 
efficient and a more beautiful St. Louis. It was 
a good fight for a good cause, but there was 
room for improvement. 


We are happy to learn that it is to be renewed. 


But we hope that the next proposition to be 
placed before the voters will be more specific. 
The defeated bond issue proposal, it must be ad- 
mitted in view of the election returns, did more. 
to raise doubts than to carry conviction. 

The next proposal must be more than a gen- 
eral statement of good intentions, a sketchy map, 
and a desire to take advantage of undisclosed 
investment plans and as yet unauthorized federal 
aid. It should be based on the clearly realized 
needs of the community. There should be an 
answer to every question. 

Is its purpose to provide more housing? To 
beautify the city? Or both? Is a given area to be 
redeveloped for those now living in it? Or for 
others? Should more people live in the rehabili- 
tated area, or not as many as are in it now? Is 
the neighborhood of a shape and size to produce 
the best results? Is it the one most in need of 
rebuilding? If so, what is to be left standing? 
Which factories, churches, schools? Should its 


street pattern be changed? Would it make sense - 


to run an express highway down the middle? 
- + a. 


These and scores of other questions immedi- 
ately occur to a professional city planner. They 
cannot be answered without study of the city as 
a whole. Is it declining in population, or grow- 
ing? Into what shape should its future be 
guided? 

These are not merely question of steel and 
stone. They are primarily human questions. 
Their answers always should depend on the best 
possible opportunities for good living—in all its 
varied activities—that can be provided for the 
people. 

Once such a general scheme has been estab- 
lished, an intelligent plan. can be drawn for a 
specific area. This need not provide for the 
exact use of every lot in the neighborhood. 
But it should specify such basic factors as popu- 
lation density, the space to be left open for grass 
and trees, the type of dwellings: single or mul- 
tiple-family, the maximum height of buildings, 
traffic provisions and the like. Financing must 
be studied, and safeguards against speculation 
provided. 

Again these matters should be worked out in 
human terms, in terms of the people directly 
affected. 

Some of this work has been done in St. Louis. 
Some has not. In many cases, there has been a 
tendency to start in the middle of a program, so 
to speak. For example, some would hurry to 
apply for federal money and only later work on 
the details of the project which it is to help. 
Obviously, it would be better to begin at the be- 
ginning. That is good planning. 

* * * 

Perhaps the community needs to educate itself 
a little more in this field of municipal rehabili- 
tation. There are many good books on the sub- 
ject available. Here is a job for the public 
library, an opportunity for discussion groups. 
The schools can help. The City Plan Commis- 
sion perhaps can do most of all. It should con- 
sider the way in which the people of Chicago 
were informed about the Burnham Plan. ° 

It should be remembered that generalized in- 
formation about good city planning can be easily 
transformed into support for a specific project. 
On the other hand, there cannot be much hope 
for progress without an informed public, without 
people who know the answers. 

There is talk now of putting the slum clear- 
ance questions before the voters once more in 
next April’s municipal elections. Maybe. the 
planning and the education can be completed by 
then; maybe not. But neither can be started 


too soon. 
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Peoria’s Reaction to an Insult 

The election returns from Peoria and Sanga- 
mon counties are worth special notice. They 
show what the voters thought of the whitewashes 
attempted by aids of Attorney General George 
F. Barrett. 

Here are the results for Peoria county, includ- 
ing the city of Peoria, whose businessmen were 
insulted Oct. 6 by Barrett in a five-page letter 
of vituperation: 

Dewey, 35,018: Truman, 30,932. 

Stevenson, 34,739; Green, 29,577. 

Elliott, 42,137; Barrett, 20,874. 

Thus, though Gov. Dewey carried the county 
by about 4000 votes, angry citizens crossed over 
and snowed Attorney General Barrett under by 
2-to-1. Mr. Elliott, the Democratic nominee for 
Attorney General, was little known in Peoria, 
yet he ran 8000 votes ahead of Gov.-elect Ste- 
venson, who set a record in his statewide vote. 

In this country, citizens just don’t take it when 
one of their elected officials tells them that they 
“whine,” that their citizenship is “despicably 
bad,” and that they “badger and harass” him 
with “babbling out of the depths of their 
ignorance.” 

That letter of insults fo Peoria did not of it- 
self cost George Barrett his office, but anyone 
can bet his bottom dollar its effect was wrathily 
recorded in the Peoria returns. 

‘In a word, George Barrett asked for it and he

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The Doctors Relent 

Modern man is imprisoned by so many “thou 
shalt nots” that he is tin about the same position 
as a child who is constantly harried by “don’ts” 
from a nervous mother. A good many of the 
adult’s inhibitions come from the advice of 
physicians. So it is refreshing to see the medi- 
cal profession relax its discipline a bit. 

The latest example of leniency comes from the 
doctors at the Massachusetts Eye and Ear In- 
firmary. The common warning, “You will ruin 
your eyes!” is just nonsense, say these doctors, 
as quoted by the New York Times. Go ahead 
and read in dim light, or prone on the floor or 
in bed; it won’t burt you: 

In the same way, word is getting around that 
healthy people can eat what they want—their in- 
stinct will guide them to what the body needs 
without worry about vitamin pills, iron, carotin 
or whatnot. The American Journal of Public 
Health says, “No indication was found that the 
use of vitamin pills among United States troops 
exercised any effect whatever.” 

This trend has infinite possibilities. Suppose 
we are advised tomorrow te go ahead, imbibe 
our favorite bourbon as freely as we please— 
that talk about cirrhosis of the liver was pure 
buncombe. Or maybe we'll be. told to slouch 
about to our heart’s content—“fallen chest” has 
nothing to do with improper posture.

The election has focused fresh attention 
~—mostly unfavorable—on the Electoral 
College. 

If the American people relied for trans- 
port on means as archaic as those used in 
electing a President, they would travel by 
oxcart. The framers of the Constitution 
tried to devise a system which would en- 
able a representative group of wise leaders 
gathered from each state to select the best 
man in the nation for President. It never 
worked that way. 

From the first contested election—1796— 
the Electoral College began to misfire. The 
development of po- 
litical parties caused 
electors to pledge 
their votes in ad- 
vance. Actually to- 
day the electors 
from each state vote 
for the popular 
choice in their state. 

But, as citizens are 
again realizing, over 
country as a 
whole the popular 
vote and the elec- 
toral vote may differ widely. Three times 
candidates having a‘ majority of popular 
votes have lost. 


This is the first reason for reform, which 
may be achieved before the next presiden- 
tial race. Under a proposed constitutional 
amendment, put forward by Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr., electoral Votes -would be 
cast In proportion to the popular vote. 


It should be noted that this proposal does 
not abolish the electoral vote. It is a com- 
promise which avoids some of the objec- 
tions to a direct election of Presidents, It 
wisely retains the spirit of the “great com- 
promise” in the Constitution which gave 
the small states equal representation in the 
Senate. They would retain this advantage 
since the number of electors for a state\is 
fixed by: its total of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress. 


The United States has had some unhappy 
experiences with the provision which re-

quires that when there is no majority in 
the Electoral] College, choice shall be made 
by the House of Representatives, with each 
state having only one vote. 

This year the States’ Rights Democrats 
avowedly sought to bring about such a situ- 
ation, with the hope that they could elect 
their own candidate or dictate the choice— 


/ in egchange for pledges to block any civil 


rights program. (And.for hours Tuesday 
night, it looked as if they had succeeded.— 
Editors note.) 

We hope that the project for reform does 
not get mixed up with the civil rights issue 
or any other touchy question of party or 
sectional interest. 

It would tend to encourage the growth 
of a two-party system both in the South 
and in Maine and Vermont. For the 
minority would be counted in the totals 
and would therefore have an incentive to 
work and vote which they now lack. 


Another advantage of the change would 
be to end the dominance of states with biz 
electoral] votes. It would be possible to 
nominate the best candidates regardless of 
their home states. And the present danger 
that big states will be swung by some racial 
or special interest group would be lessened, 


In this campaign we have seen the can- 
didates making special appeals to Jabor or 
racial groups in the big cities which often 
tip the scales in key states. Southerners 
tempted to oppose the plan might note that 
under it the Democratic party in the North 
could not be controlled—as they have 
claimed—by insincere civil rights advocates 
seeking the Negro vote. 

There is need to protect minority rights, 
but domination of any party or President 
by any voting bloc is fundamentally dan- 
gerous. Reform is overdue. Some refine- 


_ments may be required in the present pro- 
posal. Actual effects in practice should be 


studied, 

Wider use of a genuine presidential pri- 
mary should accompany it in order to give 
the people the decisive voice in choosing 
their Presidents. But the Lodge amend- 
ment would make a fine start.

Between Book Ends 


Adventurous and Hard 


LONA HANSON, by Thomas Savage. (Simon and 

Schuster; 306 pgs.; $3.00.) 

In this novel only one character is im- . 
portant, Lona Hanson, the youngest mem-. 
ber of the Bart family, who inherits 20,000 
acres of: Montana ranch land from her 
grandfather. The story is concerned with 
four or five important years of her life. 

You first meet Lona when she is 18, She 
is on her way to Butte for a rodeo. She 
is alone, but she is stronger than most 13- 
year-olds and does not allow the theft of 
all her money to spoil her holiday. She has 
adventure, and she meets Eddie Rohn, who 
is the man she is to love, 

In the opening chapters it is obviously 
the author’s intention to present his chief 
character in a sympathetic light. For the 
rest of the book Mr. Savage does not give 
his heroine the same kind of treatment, 
and in these years her defects become ap- 
parent. She is ruthless and sometimes 
mean. When the bank threatens to take 
her ranch from her, she is willing to go to 
any lengths to keep it, no matter how 
much others may suffer. Because she be- 
lieves he has money, she marries a man 
whom she does not love.

S one who did not foresee the result of the election I can say 

that I went wrong because I did not expect the Democrats to 

‘bring out their full vote. There was never any doubt that in 
this political generation there are more Democrats than Republi- 
cans, that the Democrats are the majority party, and that the 
Republicans could win only if the Democrats refused to support 


the regular Democratic ticket. 


That is what all of us who went 
wrong thought was ‘happening: 
that Dewey would win decisively, 
not because he had a popular ma- 


jority but  be- 
cause the Demo- 

- erats could not or 
would not bring 
out their major- 
ity. We thought 
that the Demo- 
crats who turned 
to Wallace and 
the Democrats 
who turned to 
Thurmond, and 
the Democrats 
who, Wwe _  sup- 
posed, would 
stay at home in 
large numbers, would decide the 
election. 


They Turned Out. 


It is now clear, though few be- 
lieved it likely, that the Demo- 


crats did not stay away from the, 


polis, that the party organization 
in all the states brought out the 
full Democratic vote, The Demo- 
cratic protest vote against Tru- 
man was confined to those who 
actually voted' for Wallace and 
Thurmond. There was not, as I 
for one had expected, a protest 
which took the form of a refusal 
of Democratic voters to vote at all. 

Thus the coalition, which Frank- 
lin Roosevelt formed, held to- 
gether and has prevailed once 
again. It can be said with much 
justice, and witbout detracting 
from Mr. Truman’s remarkable 
personal performance, that of all 
Roosevelt’s electoral triumphs, 
this one in 1948 is the most im- 
pressive. For it was the Demo- 
cratic party as Roosevelt trans- 
formed it and devaloped it which 
won this surprising victory. 


Roosevelt Tradition. 


The real strength of the Roose- 
velt Democracy has manifested it- 
self unmistakably. Mr. Truman's 
campaign was an outright adop- 
tion of the Roosevelt tradition and 
the Roosevelt political strategy. 
The Democratic Governors, Sen- 
ators and Representatives who up- 
set all the predictions were con- 
spicuously Roosevelt Democrats 
both on domestic and on foreign 
questions, notably Bowles in Con- 
necticut, Stevenson and Douglas 
in Illinois, Humphrey in Min- 
nesota, Kefauver in Tennessee. 
The Republicans who were so un- 
expectedly defeated in the pivotal 
states were, almost without ex- 
ception, identified as the oppo- 
nents of what Roosevelt stood for, 
as reactionaries and as isolation- 
ists. 

Mr. Truman’s own victory, the 


Democratic majorities in both 
Houses of Congress, the Demo- 
cratic victories in so many states, 
attest the enormous vitality of 
the Democratic party as Roose- 
velt led it and developed it from 
1932 to 1944. 


'New Deal Reborn. 


Mr. Truman is very nearly the 
only man who can say that he 
really believed that the party still 
has such strength and could ex- 
ert it, without Roosevelt’s per- 
sonal leadership, without the ac- 
tive participation of Roosevelt’s 
lieutenants, despite the Wallace 
and Thurmond schisms. But that 
is what happened: The party that 
Roosevelt formed has survived 
his death, and is without question 
the dominant force in American 
politics. | 

This is scarcely the moment 
when anyone who prophesied so 
badly will feel he can say with 
any confidence, or with any claim 
to be listened to, what it will 
mean to have a President and a 
Congress elected to carry out what 
is in fact another Roosevelt man- 
date. But I think that one large 
and significant conclusion is jus- 
tified: that the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the people in both par- 
ties, though they would reject 
appeasement which meant the sur- 
render of vital interests or the 
betrayal of moral principles, do 
not subscribe to the theory of 
inevitable war, or to the idea that 
the great crisis is insoluble by 
diplomacy and by pacific means. 


In Retrospect. 


In retrospect I think it must 
now be said that though the Vin- 
son affair was incredibly inept, 
nevertheless it proved to be a net 
gain for Truman. I think he 
gained strength, and _ reunited 
many discontented Democrats, by 
showing that he shared their dis- 
satisfaction with the way things 
were being handled in the State 
Department and the Pentagon. 

That this dissatisfaction is much 
more general than prevailing 
opinion has supposed is indicated 
not only by Mr. Truman’s rebel- 
lion in the Vinson affair and cn 
Palestine, but also by the general 
tone of Gov. Dewey’s campaign 
and the reservations which Mr. 
Dulles in Paris took pains to place 
on the record. 

Both Truman and Dewey, as 
they made contact with the mass 
of the people, became aware that 
the professional diplomats and sol- 
diers who have been dominant in 
policy were going too fast and too 
far, were overplaying their hand, 
and that somehow it has become 
mecessary to reassert the suprem- 


acy of.civilian and popular control 
of the conduct of foreign policy.

Program Is Received With 
Enthusiasm Largely Justi- 
fied by Its Quality.

The second performance in the 
St. Louis engagement of the Ballet 
Russe de Monte Carlo was given 
last night in Kiel Auditorium be- 
fore‘ an audience of about 3000. 
The enthusiasm with which the 
whole program was received sug- 
gested that the local public had 
hoted the improvement’ in quality 
over recent years and was pre- 
pared to reinstate the ballet te its 
lost position of theatrical glamour. 
To a large extent last night's pro- 
ductions justified this renewal of 
faith. 
‘The one exception was “Schehe- 
razade,” which was badly cast and 
deficient therefore in breadth of 
gesture and dramatic emphasis. 
The thin, strident tone quality of 
the orchestra was also partly re- 
sponsible for the missing blush of 
passion. The conductor, Paul 
Strauss, struggled valiantly with 
his forces but could do little more 
than procure a: reasonably satis- 
factory statement of the rhythmic 
patterns. The first movement, ‘ordi- 
narily used as a prelude to the 
drama, was wisely omitted. 


An Unwithered Perennial. 


. The program opened with “Les 
Sylphides,” another—but an un- 
withered—perennial. The delicate 
spirit of this externalized reverie 
was captured in the opening noc- 
turne and maintained in an even 
flow of movement through the 
closing cnsemble. The solo num- 
bers had a uniform plasticity, the 
corps de ballet was fluent and pre- 
cise, the lighting was‘mellow. 
Immediately following this exer- 
cise in nuances, Alexandra Dani- 
lova and Fredric Franklin, the 
ballet master, gave a demonstra- 
tion of traditional virtuosity in the 
“Pas de Deux Classique” to music 
by Tschaikowsky. Mme. Danilova’s 
high style gave an emotional edge 
to her dancing that made it some- 
tning. more than the reproduction 
of abstract designs. Mr. Franklin 
performed with his usual vitality 
and both drew frequent bursts of 
applause from the audience by the 
sheer exuberance as well as the 
precision of their turns and leaps. 
A Comedy of Manners. 
‘The novelty of the evening was 
the ballet “Quelques Fleurs,” 
whose choreography was by 
Ruthana Boris, one-of the com- 
pany’s principals. Enacted to ex- 
cerpts from the music of Francois 
Auber, it had the effect of an 
esotcric, Romantic poem whose 
general ‘kntention was clear 
enough but whose particulars were 
veiled by a pleasant ambiguity. 
Fortunately, it was enough to 
know that a play of sexual frus- 
tration was involved. With this 
as a clue one could follow with 
gratification the crisp articulation 
of a polished comedy of manners. 
Leon Daniellian was well cast 
as a young man of fashion who 
knows that style is everything. 
His movements were clipped but 
with a suggestion of Mediterran- 
ean floridity. He shared honors 
with Mary Ellen Moylan, the 
distraught Contessa; with the 
Three Fragrant Ladies, Mesdames 
Chouteau, Tyven and Wild, and 
with the Two Torch Bearers, Ann 
Barlow and Moussia Larkina. 
The coloring of the costumes, 
designed by Robert Davison, evi- 
dently was intended to produce a 
general blend in a fairly quiet 
key. It helped considerably in 
making an integrated impression. 
The ballet’s engagement will be 
continued tonight with a program 
built around the two-act drama 
“Giselle.”

ter a “unique occurrence in 
American industry” but said it 
could happen elsewhere. 


The CIO United Steel Workers 
of America today offered $10,000 to 
town officials for an investigation 
of the smog. 

A letter from President Philip 
Murray of both the CIO and the 
union, said: 

“. . « We have a duty to the

For Sale, 
Nor Is It to 
Be Moved’ 


Gray-templed 61-year-old E. Lee 
Keyser, the originator of | night 
baseball, today was secretary of 
the Browns’ minor league sys- 
tem. And Genera] Manager Bill 
DeWitt could be excused if he 
wore a good-humored smile. 


Twenty hours early the Browns 
had announced that a press con- 
ference would be held yesterday 
afternoon at 4 o’clock at DeWitt’s 
Sportsman’s Park dffices. And 
speculation centered around an 
announcement of the sale of the 
ball club or a disposal of a top 
star, notably Third Baseman Bob 
Dillinger. 

And as DeWitt, a twinkle in his 
eye, greeted press and ‘radio rep- 
resentatives who crowded around 
his desk, he prefaced his Keyser 
announcement by saying: 

‘J hope we've aroused your 
curiosity, but that we haven't 
created too much alarm. If New 
York can hold press conferences, 
g0 can we. Why not?” 

There'll Be More of ’em. 

And after reading the news that 
Keyser would work with Farm 
Director Jim McLaughlin and 
Chief Scout Jack Fournier in 


what was described as the Browns’ | 


expanding scouting program, De- 
Witt glanced about and added, 

“I hope you don’t feel let down. 
We hope to have more of these 
social get-togethers and more 
news.” 

Apparently, though, the more 
“news” would nof include the sale 
of Dillinger or the club’s other 
topflight players, for, answering 
questions, DeWitt said the Browns 
already had turned down a $100,- 
000 bid for a player he wouldn't 
identify. 

“We're not married to any of 
our players,” he said, “but we're 
not interested in selling them. A 
satisfactory deal in talent would 
have to be proposed, and it’s 
doubtful that any club could make 
us an offer attractive enough.” 

High Cost of Moving. 

Asked about recurrent reports 
that the Browns would be sold 
and moved to Baltimore and 
points east and west, DeWitt 
answered, “Our plans are to ex- 
pand our scouting, and we're not 
stopping because of a lot of talk. 
Talk is cheap, and it would not 
be a practical proposition to Move 
the Browns to Baltimore or any- 
where else. Such a move would 
cost at least $5,000,000.” 

The Browns’ general manager 
introduced key front-office per- 
sonne] and members of the 10- 
man scouting staff present and 
explained, “We also make great 
use of part-time men called sub- 
scouts. You know, some clubs are 
retrenching, but we're going 
ahead. Along with some other / 
clubs we quit scouting back in 
1942, and we haven’t got over the 
effects of the three-year layoff 
yet. Those clubs that stayed with 
scouting during the war  pros- 
pered. Now we bope to take the 
same advantage of these other 
clubs’ retrenchm -+t.” 

DeWitt said he believed the 
Browns’ greatest need was a good 
starting pitcher, but he never did 
complete the future picture, for 
someone wondered about ambi- 
tions: for next year, and he re- 
plied quickly, “To win more than 
games we won in °47 and 
last season.” 

Keyser a Native St. Louisan. 

Keyser, described as “a good 
salesman, promoter and judge of 
baseball talent,” was owner of the 
Des Moines Western League club 
when he installed lights back in 
1930. The native St. Louisan was 
Iowa state director of the War 
Manpower Commission in World 
War II and last year was presi- 
dent of the Toledo American As- 
sociation club the Browns sold out 
from under him. 

Incidentally, it was disclosed 
that the’ Browns had dropped 
working agreements with Belle- 
ville of the Illinois State League, 
Hannibal of the Central Associa- 
tion. and Griffin (Ga.) of the 
Geqrgia-Alabama.

Jake Powell, 


Former Yank, 
Kills Himself 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 (AP)— 
Alvin (Jake) Powell, who rose 
from Washington sandlots to big 
league baseball fame, killed him- 
self yesterday at police headquar- 
ters. He had been arrested 


on 
bad check charges. 

The 39-year-old former Yankee 
and Washington outfielder fired 
two pistol bullets into his chest 
and head before detectives could 
disarm him. 

Powell had been taken into cus- 
tody at Union Station after a local 
hotel asked police to question him 
about some $300 in worthless 
checks cashed during a three-day 
stay. 

A warrant for Powell's arrest 
on a similar complaint was filed 
here several months ago. 

During the questioning Powell 
asked for a chance to speak to a 
woman companion who identified 
herself as Josephine Amber of 
Deland, Fla. She told police they 
had planned to get married yester- 
day but had changed their minds. 
As two detectives stood nearby 
Powell suddenly exclaimed to his 
companion :‘ 

“To hell with it—I’m going to 
end it all.” He then fired the 
fatal shots. 

Although Miss Amber spoke 
about marriage. plans, Powell’s 
wife, Elizabeth, told reporters they 
were not divorced. They were 
married in 1932 and have a 15- 
year-old daughter. 

Powell, a native of nearby Sil- 
ver Spring, Md., gained his great- 
est baseball fame with the Yan- 
kees during the 1936 world series 
when -he cracked out four hits 
against the Giants’ Carl ubbell 
in the opening game. In 1941 he 
played with San Francisco and 
Montreal, then agen haa to In- 
dianapolis and St. Paul.

EN ROUTE TO NORMAN, 
Okla., Nov. 5 — As Missouri’s 
Golden Tigers headed toward the 
red clay country for tomorrow’s 
decisive Big Seven battle, one 
‘ that could represent a stepping 
stone to a conference champion- 
ship and bowl bid, the most deter- 
mined man aboard was bespec- 
tacled, bull-necked Harry Smith, 
the line coach. 

For the _ third 
Blackjack Smith, All-America 
guard at Southern California in 
1938 and °’39, preached the same 
sermon—that line play would tell 
the story. 

“Oklahoma has had an outstand- 
ing line, one of the best in the 
country, and the last two years 
our boys were outplayed,” Smith, 
an English major, said in the pre- 
cise diction that always has 
seemed so surprising coming from 
@ rugged hunk of humanity. 

Action Will Be “Up Front.”

“If we're finally going to win | 


one at Norman, it’s up to our boys 
up front,” Smith went on. “I’ve 
been proud of them most of the 
time this season. But they really 
could make me a happy man to- 
morrow.” 

The fact is that the Sooners 
haven't lost a conference game at 
Owen Field in five years, and 
Missouri hasn’t won on the Okla- 
homa gridiron since 1936, the first 
time Don Faurot took a team 
south. Faurot’s 1942 squad gained 
a 6-6 tie at Norman and Chauncey 
Simpson’s °44 eleven battled to a 
21-21 deadlock. But the Sooners 
won in 1938, 40 and °46. 

Two years ago the Oklahoma 
line described by Jeff Cravath, 
Southern California coach, as the 
best in the country, held Mis- 
souri’s devastating running attack 
to 54 yards. And last fall at Co- 
lumbia, where the one-touchdown 
underdogs manufactured a 21-12 
upset, the Tigers’ ground game 
produced only 81 yards, just four 
in the second half. 

Key Men Held Over. 

Personnel has changed some- 
what, but the anchors of that stal- 
wart Oklahoma forward wall still 
are there. Wade Walker and 
Homer Paine, Grade-A_ tackles, 
hold forth along with Paul 
(Buddy) Burris, 202-pound All- 
America guard. In 1946 Burris 
was picked by the nation’s foot- 


ball scouts as No. 1 at his posi- | 


tion and last year he was selected 
All-America in a players’ poll. 

So the task will be a tough— 
and important—one for Ol’ Miz- 
zou’s line headed by Capt. Chester 
Fritz at left tackle, Bob Fuchs at 
center and All-America candidate 
Mel Sheehan at right end. Spirited 
line play paid off for the Tigers in 
their surprising 14-6 conquest of 
Oklahoma in 1945, a year in which 
their play won for them an en- 
gagement in the cotton bowl. 

The stakes are high, all right, 
in this game that ranks with the 
Penn-Penn State intra-state strug- 
gle at a ey te as the top at- 
traction of the day. The winner of 
the battle between once-beaten 
teams still would have to hurdle 
Kansas, also undefeated in con- 
ference play, but the Jayhawks 
appear just a step below the Tigers 
and Sooners. A post-season game 
would seem an almost certain re- 
ward for the Big Seven titlehold- 
ers 

Tigers Slight Favorite. 

Professional handicappers have 
made Missouri, ranked ninth na- 
tionally Litkenhous and in the 
weekly AP poll, a one-point to one- 
touchdown favorite. But Okla- 
homa, rated fifteenth, has been 
picked by several forecasters with 
a better batting average than 
many political experts. And one 
slide-rule system went against its 
own decimal point to select the 
Sooners. 

Comparative scores, never a rée- 
liable barometer, indicate little dif- 
ference. Against their only op- 
ponents in common, Missouri 
romped over Kansas State and 
Iowa State by similar 49-7 scores 
while Oklahoma drubbed Kansas 
aye 42 to 0, and Iowa State,

The decline is greater in the 
National League where only one 
club, the Chicago Bears, shows an 


increase in crowds over 1947. The | W 


total attendance for 31 games to 
date is 845,341 as compared with 
1,019,906 for the same number in 
1947, 
cash customers or a percentage 
loss of 17.12, 

Need 40,000 to Pay Bills. 

In the rival All-America loop a 
total of 1,002,380 fans have paid 
to see 387 games, whereas in 1937 
the total was 1,196,380, a drop of 
104,000 and a percentage decrease 
of 8.39. Three clubs in that cir- 
cult—San Francisco, Baltimore 
and Brooklyn — show attendance 
gains. 

The decrease becomes more 
pointed when the crowds are 
broken down per game, Compe- 
tent club officials in both leagues 
have estimated that they need 
crowds of nearly 40,000 per game 
to break even in this era of cut- 
throat rivalry and unbridled bid- 
ding for star players. Yet the 
average crowd thus far in the Na- 
tional League is 27,269 and in the 
All-America only 29,524 cash cus- 
tomers have been attracted per 
game. Last year the average Na- 
tional League crowd was 32,901, up 
5632 from this season. In the ‘All- 
America last year the average 
crowd was 32,335, up 2811 from this 
year’s average gathering: 

Boston’s Loss 50 Per Cent. 

The most drastic drop in at- 
tendance in either loop is in Bos- 
ton where the National League 
Yanks are off 50 per cent with 
only 30,079 fans on hand for three 
games as compared with 60,379 
for three es last year. The 
champion Cleveland Browns have 
suffered the greatest loss in the 
All-America loop where crowds 
are off 66,000 with 202,000 on hand 
to date for five games year 
as against 268,000 in 1947.

Attendance ‘Increase 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5 (AP)— 
Almost 1000 more persons are in 
the average college football crowd 
this season than last. 

The average crowd is 25,546, ac- 
cording to an Associated Press 
survey of home attendance at 100 
representative schools over the 
nation. Last year it was 24,550. 

The biggest increase is in the 
Southwest conference, but crowds 
are larger everywhere except in 
the East. The six Texas schools 
and Arkansas which make up the 
Southwest circuit are 12.5 per cent 
ahead of 1947. 

Eastern attendance has fallen 
off 4.4 per cent. In the Midwest the 
increase is 7.7 per cent. It's 4.9 
per cent in the South and 1.5 in 
the Far West including the Rocky 
Mountain area. Nationally, the in- 
crease is an even four per cent. 

The 100 schools polled played 
331 home games in September and 
October. These drew a grand total 
of 8,455,827 spectators. 

Average attendance in the Mid- 
west has been 32,659; in the South- 
west 29,430; East 23,157; South 22,- 
616, and Far West 22,208.

You can watch all the giraffes, zebras and ga- 
zelles that you want to simply by driving 10 miles 
out of Nairobi in any direction, but it requires 
great patience, and some skill, to watch a lion 
—not for any timidity on the lion’s part but be- 
cause, like an alley cat, he sleeps all day and 
prowls all night. 

The best time to see a lion, therefore, is at 
sundown, after he has made a kill. He usually 
kills at sundown because that is when the zebras 
and gazelles—his favorite food—collect around 
the water holes to drink.

SOME OLD RESIDENTS in Nairobi—not the 
more active ones, to be sure—have spent years 
looking for lions without ever having seen one, 
Hence I am told that I was very lucky to ob- 
serve a pride of lions without benefit of cock- 
tails on my third visit to the national park. 

Elephants, rhinoceroses and hippopotamuses 
are equally hard to watch, but they are so afraid 
of human beings that it is rather dangerous to 
stalk them. 

There is little danger in stalking lions, how- 
ever, because it never occurs to lions to be afraid 
of anything—not even an automobile. They 
habitually ignore you unless, of course, you try 
to shoot them, in which event they will attack 


in self-defense.

NAIROBI’S NATIONAL park is the most pop- 
ular game reserve in Kenya because it is the 
easiest an cheapest to visit. 

The best ones, however, are those at Mtito An- 
drei, at the foot of Mount Kilimanjaro, and at 
Nyeri, at the foot of Mount Kenya. 

If I had the time and money, I would either 
go to Mac’s Inn at Mtito or to the treetops at 
Nyeri. 

Mac’s Inn is equipped to show you all the ani- 
mals native to Africa in less than a week. The 
treetops, -which is only open at the full of the 
moon, is equipped to show you all the more sav- 
age animals in a single night.

THE TREETOPS IS a smal] inn built in the 
boughs of a huge tree at the edge of a water 
hole. During five days each month the moon 
is so bright that you can sit on the overhanging 
balcony and watch lions, leopards, rhinoceri, hip- 
popotami, elephants, buffalo, pythons and scores 
of other animals come up to the foot of the tree 
to drink. 

You can even climb down to take flashlight 
pictures of them if you want to. There are sev- 
eral ladders back up to the inn if you find it 
necessary to escape. 

The animals don’t like the idea of being 
watched, but there isn’t anything they can do 
about it—except to attack a careless photograph- 
er every now and then. The water hole is the 
only one for hundreds of square miles, and if 
they don’t patronize it they are likely to die of 
thirst. The tree in which the inn is built is 
too massive even for elephants to knock down, 
as they sometimes try, to do, and fail.

Cut the bread in 
inch cubes and put in a large 
sauce pan. Cover with a mixture 
made like this: Peel and chop a 
fourth of a pound of mushrooms, 
half of the giblets, finely chopped, 
a small onion, chopped and fried 
in butter, a cup of canned creamed 
corn, a cup of finely chopped 
celery and two tablespoons of 
mixed chopped celery and chives. 
Cook for a few minutes, stirring 
all the time, and add a heaping 
teaspoon of poultry seasoning, 
salt and pepper. Mix and let it 
cool. Mix four whole cggs with 
a fork and add them to the mix- 
ture. Mix some more and moisten 
with a little sherry, if need be.

Bake in a hot oven for twenty 
minutes and then reduce the heat 
to moderate and baste from time 
to time with pineapple juice 
mixed with a little sherry. Put 
the unused portion of the giblets 
into the gravy. 


Valuable hint: It is always bet- 
ter to have too much dressing, 
rather than too little. Excess 
dressing can be baked in a pan.

for that lower-priced carton of 

smaller eggs. In glancing at 
prices of hen’s and pullet eggs it 
May seem more economical to buy 
the smaller pullet egg at the lower 
price. To check this, we bought 
both kinds the other day, paying 
six cents a dozen more for the 
larger eggs. Naturally, a carton of 
these eggs weighed more than a 
carton of the smaller ones. On a 
comparative basis the large eggs 
cost only three cents an ounce, 
while the smaller ones cost almost 
four cents an ounce. It’s easy to 
see that the large eggs were the 
better buy. 

‘While it would mean.work for 
the dealer, the fairest basis on 
which to price eggs would be by 
weight, for then the buyer could 
really know he was getting his 
money’s worth. Until this change 
in marketing comes about, the 
smart shopper will have to do some 
mental figuring before buying the 
cheaper eggs to be sure the differ- 
ence in price per dozen is pro- 
portionate to the difference in 
weight. 

Not only in actual cost are the 
small eggs less economical. In 
recipes, too, they. are not as smart 
a buy, for they don’t supply the 
required amounts of yolk and 
whites. Often it’s necessary to use 
three small eggs when two eggs 
are called for, to get the rich 
color, flavor and volume that eggs 
need to contribute. 


Crispy Waffles. 
One and one-third cups all-pur- 
pose flour, four teaspoons sugar, 


T HINK twice before you reach 


‘one teaspoon salt, two and one- 


half teaspoons baking powder, two 
eggs, separated; one and one-third 
cups milk, one-fourth cup melted 
shortening. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
three times with sugar, salt and 
baking powder. Beat egg whites 
until they stand in soft peaks; 
then beat yolks immediately and 
add milk, shortening and turn in 
flour all at once. Beat quickly 
with the same rotary beater until 
just ‘smooth. Then fold in egg 
—e thoroughly. Use one-third 

batter for each waffle, and 

e in a hot waffle iron. After 
waffle is done, let remain in iron 
for a few seconds to . Serve 
immediately with butter and hot 
sirup. Makes six six-inch waffles. 

Variations: 

1. Add one-half cup chopped ap- 
ples tothe batter before baking.

ECAUSE I am so far away 

from home I had almost for- 

gotten that this is Gir] Scout 
week. I have always had partic- 
ular admiration for Juliette Gor- 
don Low, who founded the Girl 
Scouts of America. 

Hampered by deafness and ill 
health in the later years of her 
life, she started this great or- 
ganization because she wanted to 
see our girls prepare not only for 
homemaking but for the broader 
field of citizenship in their nation 
and their responsibility ‘in the 
world as a whole. She felt con- 
fident that once it was estab- 
lished, the organization would 
grow and our girls would flock 
to support it. 

Nowadays, the Girl Scouts are 
being taught, among other things, 
about the United Nations. Their 
1948 program activity is called 
clothes for friendship. The girls 
have pledged themselves to collect 
and send to war-devastated areas 
in Europe and Asia 1,000,000 warm 
garments for children under 15 
years of age. 

The youngsters ought to be 
helped in this project by the fact 
that the United States Govern- 
ment has issued a commemorative 
stamp honoring Mrs. Low, the sale 
of which was launched Oct. 29 in 
Savannah, Ga., Mrs. Low’s birth- 
place and the city in which she 
started the first Girl Scout move- 
ment. Distribution of these 
stamps to post offices all over 
the country began Oct, 30, and 
Girl Scout week should remind 
everyone to acquire them and at

Then 
we can divert our enefgies toward 
the use of atomic energy for the 
benefit of mankind and the ex- 
penditure of Government money 
for purposes that we all desire. 

We can easily think in our own 
country of programs in the fields 
of health and education that can 
be carried forward. It would bene- 
fit the whole nation if we could 
curtail certain expenditures and 
use these funds for other pur- 
poses. We in the United States 
might conceivably carry our plans 
forward by requiring sacrifices on 
the part of certain groups in our 
nation. Other countries cannot 
even begin to consider expendi- 
tures leading to social reforms un- 
til peace is assured and their own 
safety guaranteed. 

ART practiced 
here in Paris that -we do not treat 
with quite the same respect. That 
is the art of cooking and eating. 

It takes a, Frenchman some time 
to order his dinner when he makes 
up his mind to go to a restaurant 
and pay what to him are horrible 
Prices these days in Paris.

In the daytime our food at the 
Palais. de Chaillot, in the dele- 
gates’ dining room and the Bras- 
serie, is very good, but I find my- 
self so busy discussing problems 
that come up !n our work that I 
sometimés hardly notice what is 
on my plate. In the evening, how- 
ever, we have been going around 
visiting little French restaurants, 
some of which are able to cater 
to no more than 40 or 50 people. 
There are a few that are still fair- 
ly inexpensive, and they do serve 
delicious food. I am quite sure 
that if we knew how to cook as 
well as the French do, we could 
serve an even more superlative 
variety of dishes than we do now. 
We certainly have the necessary 
ingredients.

‘General Eisenhower Was My Boss’ 


Author Tells How, With Wedding Day Set i 
and Plans Made, She Learns of the Death ff

CHAPTER SIX 


OVING around again after my 
M release from hospital, I found 

things had changed for the 
better at the front. And General 
Eisenhower had finally surren- 
dered to Butch’s perpetual sugges- 
tion, prompted by General Mar- 
shall’s direct orders, that the Su- 
preme Commander take better 
care of himself. He acquired the 
use of a villa-farm about fifteen 
miles outside of Algiers, a secluded 
and rather rundown place which 
overlooked the sea and provided 
access to wooded land. 

It was ideal for the horseback 
exercise General Marshall ad- 
vised; General Arthur Wilson sup- 
plied the horseflesh. There were 
three of them, all Arab stallions, 
the first stallions I had ever rid- 
den, chestnut in color and with the 
peculiarly short ears and flowing 
mane and tail of Arab breeds.

Besides, I thought, I have the car 
at the dockside and can make the 
trip in no time at all. I relaxed 
and stopped watching the clock. 

The instant that raid ended, I 
hurried ashore—only to find a 
new catastrophe. The general's 
car resembled a refugee from a 
junkyard. Its glass windows were 
smashed, jagged, and gaping; 
skrapnel had dented fenders and 
hood; the inside was littered with 
piles of debris, dust, salt water 
stains, even seaweed and sea- 
shells. 

A passing M.P. rushed me up to 
Admiral Cunningham’s villa. I 
was more than two hours late, un- 
doubtedly the first person who 
had so openly insulted him, so- 
cially, in his entire navy career.

@ gay social whirl. Most of my 
days were taken up with driving.

I came to hate that Red Ball

The campaign was 
over. We had won. And Dick was 
safe—I thought.

For me, that strange late Spring 
was filled with the scent of orange 
blossoms, I couldn’t smell the or- 
dinary jasmine, the poppy fields;

West opened the elub ten—a 
good choice on his holding. East 
won with the ace and laid down 
the spade king and queen. West 
woodenly followed suit with the 
eight and deuce—and that was the 
end of the rubber. 

It was almost incredible that 
West did not see the right defen- 
sive play in this case. When East’s 
spade queen hit the table, and de- 
clarer followed suit, the defenders 
had three tricks. Where was the 
setting trick, if any, to come 
from? East had passed originally, 
and then had shown up with the 
club ace and the king-queen of 
spades. Certainly, he could not 
have another ranking card! West 
himself had nothing in diamonds, 
and he could be all too sure that 
his singleton queen of trumps 
would be quickly extracted by the 
declarer, who would scarcely take 
a first-round finesse. Thus, the 
only conceivable hope, from the 
defensive point of view, was that 
East’s king-queen of spades had 
been blank and that South had 
started with three cards in the 
suit.
